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Railroad Men Mu*t Be Courteotu. 


One regional diredbr of railroads has issued a. circular let- 


ler of instructions to'the^emplbyes of (fie roads under his 
jurisdiction; in 'which he reminds them that the absence of 
competition does not relieve them of the obligation of being 
courteous to patrons. 
This fact alone would indicate that 


spine railroad men, realizing that they are now in the employ- 
ment of the government, are inclined to feel that they are be- 
yond the 
:reach of travelers and are at liberty to treaJTthem as 


they please; It is to be believd that the men taking this posi- 
tion are in the great minority, but that there are some who are 
getting,above their business is made plain by the fact thatjt 
has been found necessary to call their attention to what is ex- 
pected of them, and what will be demanded of them. 
1 


It is weir that it should be made clear right at the start that 


discourtesy on the part of the railroad employes'will not be 
tolerated by Ihe.-governmenl. People old enough to remem- 
ber the earlier days of railroading.can easily recall the lime 
when many railroad employes, conductors in particular, felt 
themselves to be the lords of creation and at liberty to treat 
passengers as disdainfully as they pleased. 
Not so were all 


conductors, hut there were those who felt that a uniform and 
a ticket punch placed them.in a class by themselves and ab- 
solved them from the obligation to treat people decently. 


Bul-in time the abuse worked its own reform. There was 


competition in those.days and railroad companies came to 
understand that a reputation for discourtesy militated against 
their interests,' and so, as a matter of business policy if for no 
other reason,-they began to educate their employes to have 
due regard for the rights and privileges of their patrons'. From 
that day there has been a steady improvement and.of late 
years rudeness on the part of railroad employes has been (he 
exception rather than the rule. 


But now the roads are in the hands of the government and 


it is possible that some of (he men are foolish enough to im- 
agine that they have a stronger backing than the old com-, 
panics could give them, and that they are in a position to play 
''high and mighty" if they see fit. The circular referred to 
shows that (hose who have taken this position are already in 
line for a correction of their mistake. 


It is probable that the removal of .trains and other steps that 


have been taken to bring the service of. the roads to the high- 
est efficiency have placed some extra burdens on railroad men, 
and that their patience may be strained at limes almost to the 
breaking poinl. Bui they are well paid for their services and 
are bound by the laws of common decency to treat travelers 
courteously and to lend them every assistance by cheerfully 
giving any/iiiformation requested. 


Happily, most railroad men will do this without compulsion, 


but it is'well to have it understood that compulsion will be 
brought to bear when needed, and lhal the railroads of the 
country are not to be Russionaized or Germanized because 
they happen to be for (he time being in the hands of the gov- 
ernment.
